EDINBURG!—A new graded road 
linking Mission, McCook and other 
western Hidalgo County communi­ 
ties with the Sun oil field of north­ 
eastern Starr County and the Kelsey 
field of Jim Hogg County will be 
opened in the near future. 
Henry P. Griffin, county engi­ 
neer, said Saturday that grubbing, 
clearing and fencing crews will go 
to work Monday in laying out the 
route of the new road. 
The route will cover a distance 
of about 10 miles from a point 
north of McCook to the intersec­ 
tion of the La Reforma road m 
northern Hidalgo.

One reason 
for so much unemployment today 
among young people is that research 
laboratories are making machines 
almost human; while public schools 
are making graduates a1 most me­ 
chanical. Machines can supply ac­ 
curacy and speed: but not ideas, 
initiative, and inspiration.

has been established. The new post 
office building here was completed 
in 1938 under an appropriation of 
S87.000 and was opened January 1, 
1939.

revenue stamps for the convenience 
of the public, since many legal 
documents are filed in Edinburg 
which require such stamps.

patched to London complaining 
against

ican rights by British belligerent 
activities, and there is every like- 
lihood that there -.vill be more. 


The United States objected to 


Britain's blockade of German ex- 
ports to this country, to Britain's 
interference with American mails 
and to Britain's taking American 
ships into

through the combat area which 
they are forbidden by American 
law to enter. Thus far the satisfac- 
tion from Britain is meager. The

gan weeks ago, before any Finnish 
unit had made a

across the border into Russia. Iced- 
up tanks and motor trucks in sub- 
zero, temperatures were cited then 
as the cause. 


A .much more probable explana- 


tion is that the Russian command 
finally realizes it has outpaced Its 
ability to supply the troops over 
the Murmansk railroad. With that 
road now harried by Finn air and 
ski raiders, the Moscow high com- 
mand is confronted by a possibility 
of one of the great disasters of mili- 
tary history. 


What such a blow would mean to 


Rus.^an prestige among her other 
little neighbor countries is easily 
imaginable. What it might mean to 
Stalin and the Moscow govern- 
ment's dominating factor in a poli- 
tical way is not so easy to foresee. 
Yet despite every precaution Mos- 
cow can take to keep the facts of 
the failure in Finland from becom- 
ing known throughout Russia, soon- 
er or later the story will become 
Russian public knowledge. 


Students of the political set-up 


of the new Russia, maintain that 
at no time since he stepped into 
Lenin's shoes hat Stalin been in 
fact nearly as all-powerful a dicta- 
tor as Hitler or Mussolini. 


There are nearly a dozen Soviet 


republics in the U.S.S.R. Within 
them are two-score political sub- 
divisions that, because of racial 
lines or for other reasons, have de- 
manded and received a degree of 
autonomy.

ions exercise some measure of con- 
trol over how and when troops 
composed of citizens of such areas

set out by the agricultural council

"In planning the years work, im- 


provement of crops and soil fertil- 
ity was not overlooked, as a result, 
six one-variety cotton communi- 
ties have been organized, and cover 
crops both for winter and summer 
Browing have been used to in- 
crease acre production at low cost. 


"Through the efforts of the ag-

ability of the American people. 


"The effect of the canal has been 


seen In commercial, political, social 
and even religious life. It lias in- 
creased foreign trade for our gov- 
ernment and affected the national 
budget, for it did away with the 
necessity for two navies." 


She went on to say that centur- 


ies before 
the 
Canal, 
Panama 


was the "Crossroad of the Western 
World," the channel through which 
the northern and southern conti- 
nents exchanged and bartered pro- 
visions, a fact that made it, per- 
haps, more frequently th! center of 
world interest than any other sec- 
tion of the two continens 
which it 


connects. 


Mrs. Pelikan retailed 
the 
early 


history of Panama, telling of Co- 
lumbus's visit, on his fourth voyage 
to the new world, wh:n he explored 
in 1502 every indsntation 
of 
the 


Caribbean coast of Panama, search- 
ing for a route to Cathay; the horde 
ot the Spanish adventurers, Rodrl- 
go Bastidas, Balboa, Encisco and 
Pizarro. Balboa's exploration of the 
isthmus by traders and 
connected 


by trade enroutes. From these for a 
hundred 
years 
went a constant 


stream of gold, pearls and other 
products. 


Tliis was 
followed 
in 
1570 by 


Francis Drake who had "Letters of 
Marque" from 
Queen 
Elizabeth. 


Drs.kj's occupation of Panama at- 
trs:t-:d many, among them, the 
ir.cst famous of the English 
buc- 


caneers, Henry Morgan, whom the 
,3'oan.'ards hated and fearsd. In 
Morgan's capture of Panama City, 
it was burned, either by order of 
the president or Morgan, who left 
the ruined city in 
1671 with six 


hundred prisoners and much loot. 


A new Panama City was built on 


a 
rocky peninsula protected by 


strong walls, a 
moat and draw- 


bridge. Until the year 1821 Panama 
acknowledged 
the 
authority 
or 


Spain, when, under the leadership 
of Simon Bolivar, it became a part 
of New Granada, later superceded 
by Colombia. In 1903, Panama de- 
clared her independence of Colom- 
bia, and within

| republic and negotiated a treaty.

In concluding, Mrs. Pelikan said, 


"As we view Panama today, we see 
a city of charm 
and 
interest,

harmony of past and present, the 
capital of a country small in area

and more unknown today than 400 
years ago.

For Seizure Of Ships And Rifling Of U. S. Mail 


WASHINGTON - (P>— The ad- 


ministration, heartily sympathiz- 
ing with Great Britain in her 
fight with Germany, finds itself 
in the uncomfortable position of 
emphatically asserting American 
rights in the face of British bel- 
ligerent activities. 


Officials had hoped relations 


with Britain would go 
along 


smoothly, and are frankly disap- 
pointed that they have not. 


Send Three Notes

Three notes have had to be dis- ' 


patched to London complaining 
against 
infringement 
of, Amer- 


ican rights by British belligerent 
activities, and there is every like- 
lihood that there will be more. 


The United States objected to 


Britain's blockade of German ex- 
ports to this country, to Britain's 
interference with American mails 
and to Britain's taking American 
ships into her 
control 
ports 


through the combat area which 
they are forbidden by American 
law to enter. Thus far the satisfac- 
tion from Britain is meager. The 
British ministry o' economic war- 
ware promised that "in very ex- 
ceptional circumstances" German 
exports to the 
United 
States 


would be 
permitted to 
come 


through. But none of the three 
notes has been answered. 


High officials feel that the Unit- 


ed States is going far out of its 
way to avoid complications with 
Europe's belligerents. It keeps its 
ships from carrying any goods 
whatsoever to belligerent ports in 
Europe. It keeps its goods from 
going to any 
belligerent until 


some foreigner has 
purchased 


them outright. 
It permits the British to put 


into effect here their system of 
"naviccrts," which arc certificates 
issued to American shippers tes- 


tifying their shipments are of an 
innocent character not destined 
to Germany. 


Expects Consideration 


In view of all these restrictions, 


the administration feels it has a 
right to expect greater considera- 
tion from the belligerents 
for 


the shipping activities still per- 
mitted under the neutrality act. 
And having voluntarily impos- 
ed these restrictions

icans, it also feels disposed to 
protest more vigorously any in- 
terference with American com- 
merce.

Agents Annual Report; 4-H Boys Well Organized 


EDINBUHG—Agriculture of Hi- 


dalgo County is now on a firmer 
basis than it ever has been, Coun- 
ty Agent R. G. Burwell declared 
today in his annual report. 


"Through the agricultural coun- 


cil and community organizations, 
an increased diversification pro- 
gram is well under way, and the 
storage of food and feed is very 
noticable. 
The 
feeding of 
beef 


cattle and the improvement of live- 
stock in feeneral has been the goal 
set out by the agricultural council 
and committee." the report cited, 


"In planning the years work, im- 


provement of crops and soil fertil- 
ity was not overlooked, as a result, 
six one-variety 
cotton communi- 


ties have been organized, and cover 
.crops both for winter and summer 
growing have been used to in- 
crease acre production at low cost. 


"Through the efforts of the ag- 


ricultural council and community 
organizations, combined with the 
14 boys' 4-H clubs of 345 members, 
the achievements of diversification, 
crop improvement, livestock im- 
provement, 
beef 
cattle 
feeding, 


food and feed storage and soil 
building has been accomplished." 


Finances Not Bright 


The agricultural 
and financial 


condition of Hidalgo farmers as '* 
whole have not been so bright 
during 1939, Burwell added. There 
are several factors that enter the 
1939 farming program, he said that 
have caused unsatisfactory results 
for the year. Farm prices have been 
exceedingly low and in most in- 
stances on the decline. 


"Then the citrus crop of 1938-39 


season was as large or larger than 
the preceding crop. 
"Also 1939 has been an unusually 
dry year; 
consequently, in 
the 


non-irrigated section of the county, 
crop yields were very poor and 
grass on the ranges has been short." 


The 1939 plan of work was de- 


veloped around the outline of the 
agricultural council and community 
organizations. First the general agri- 
cultural topics of the county were 
named: citrus, cotton, vegetables, 
cattle, corn and grain sarghums. 
swine and poultry. 
For conven- 


ience, these were grouped 
into 


five main topics, citrus, cotton, vege- 
tables or truck farming, dry land 


farming or non irrigated, and live- 
stock raising. 
Under each of these topics the 


main problems were set up and 
solution was offered for each prob- 
lem recommending that each be 
solved as near as possible through 
demonstrations of that nature wher- 
evrr plausible or applicable In the 
county 
or 
communities. 
Conse- 


quently with the aid of the farm 
people, 4-H club groups, county 
ngents, and home 
demonstration 


agent, demonstrations were con- 
ducted throughout the county to 
carry out the general theme of di- 
versification 
crop 
improvements, 


livestock improvement, beef cat- 
tle feeding, food and feed storage, 
and soil building, the report said. 


More Cover Crops Used 


Results obtained last year may be 


measured by the increased usage of 
cover crops, for soil building pas- 
tures, feed storage, improved live- 
stock by better sires, and dairy her! 
improvement, members, cooperative 
gins, and six one-variety cotton 
communities with three principal 
varieties of cotton in the county. 


The report declared that Burwell 


and Assistant County Ag»nt W. H. 
Gardner have cooperated with all

be said at this point that we have 
likewise received most hearty co- 
operation from all other agencies, 
the report continued. 


"It can be said of the 1939 pro- 


gram of work that it reached and 


contacted and affected every phase 
of agriculture in Hidalgo county 
unU regardless of what has been 
said or done, the demonstrations 
"are there to speak for themselves." 


Citrus Still Main Crop 


Citrus is listed as the Valley's 


biggest crop, with 4,882,078 trees, 
mostly grapefruit. 
It is estimated 


that Hidalgo county has 25 per cent 
of all the grapefruit trees in the 
United States. 
The cotton planted in the county 


last year was 39 per cent of the 
tilled acres in the farms. 
Vegetable farming is listed as a 


winter cash crop, composed prin- 
cipally of cabbage, carrots, beets, 
tomatoes, beans and peas. 


Sugar beets, flax and tobacco are 


among the new crops tried, with 
best results obtained from flax. 


The swine industry has gained in 


rapid strides the last few years.
